Referendum question targets 
increases in Athletic fees 

Where do you stand? 



Referendum Question 

Laurentian University Athletics is requesting an increase in Athletic 
fees of 4.17% effective in the Spring of 2004, representing the 
cost of living increase (2.17%) plus 2% as per the University's 
fees protocol for compulsory ancillary fees. New compulsory ancillary 
athletic fees would increase by $3.58 for full-time students or by $0.61 
per six-credit course and $0.30 per three-credit course. The increase 
is needed to compensate for the province minimum wage increase 
which will impact between 25 to 30 students employed at varsity 
events. Further, travel, accommodation, and food costs have 
increased and our athletic program needs to keep pace with these ris- 
ing costs. 

Do you agree with this Athletic fee increase? 



Reason 

Laurentian University Athletic Department employs between 20 and 
30 students each year. These students are from all academic 
backgrounds and are all struggling with the increased cost of edu- 
cation, living and miscellaneous expenses including books. The 
Athletic department also employs one intern per year, whose valuable 
experience learned at Athletics leads to future career choices. All staff 
is paid minimum wage, excluding the intern, who's paid on an honorar- 
ium formula. With a provincial mandate increasing the minimum wage 
paid to student-employees and minimum wage workers, which 
Laurentian Athletics fully supports; the Athletic Department is seeking 
to raise the athletic component of student fees as to ease the burden 
the increased minimum wage adds to the department's budget. 
Laurentian Athletics also supports over 150 athletes who travel 
throughout the province and country representing Laurentian 
University. We ask that on election day, you check yes to the Athletic 
Department's referendum question to help support Laurentian Athletics 
continued tradition of excellent varsity athletics and events. Without 
student support, the Athletic department may not be able to continue 
employing students, thus helping students offset the increased costs of 
education.
